Business Befere the Supreme Court,

Wasningrox, May 1,—The Bupreme Court
were engaged four hours announcing opinions
to-day. At 3 o'clock Associate Justice Clifford
gaid that in the caces of Knox sgainet Lee, and
Parker againet Davie—one from Texas and the
other from Massachusetts—the questions had
been diccussed in this court—first, is the act ef
Cengress known ns the Legal-tender act constl-
tutional as to contracts made before Its passage;
and recond, is it valld as applicable to transac-

tions slnce.
The court now aflirm these questions, the

Chief Justice and Associate Justices Nelson,
Clifford, aud Fleld dissenting frem the majority
of the court, both us to their premises and com-
clneions. Justice Clifford said the opinion in
these cases wonld be written out and announced
before the close of the term,

Judge Bwaype dellvered the opinion of the
court in the case of Bondinot agaiust the United
States, affirming the conatitutionality of the in-
ternal revenue law extending over Indian Terrl-
tory ag to the tax om epirits and tobaces.

PENNSYLYANIA HOSPITAL.

Annunl Meceting—Female COlinles—Inte-
resting Reports—Eleetlon of Managoers,
The unpual meeting of the contributors te
the Pennsylvania Hospital was held yestoerday
afternoon st the Hospital, Eighth street,
below Spruce. J. M. Whitall presided.
Baunders Lewis, Secratary.

The report ef the Board of Managers was
submitted, showing the total number of cases
treated during the year, 2004; new cases ad-
mitted, 1034 mumber of persons cured or
greatly benefited, 1928; outdoor enses which
Lave received medical or surgical aid, 504
recent accidents brought into the institution
within twenty-four hours after the oconrrence
of the mishap, 820; patients remaining in the
hospital for the siek, 171.

The expenditures during the year wers
£47,169°15. Receipts, $56,569°73. Donations
and legacies received and added te the endow-
mwent fund, §54,272°16. In addition to this
sum another bequest of £1000 has been an-
neunced, while the relaying of the curbstone
on Eighth street, from Bprucs to Pine, has
been done gratuitously by Measrs. Alexauder
Derbyehire and Jolhn T, Lewis, at a cost to
the doners of about £5000, The board have
been advised that an effort has been made to

roeure legislative action te alter the south
Ene of Sprace street, which is entirely withont
their sanction or appreval,

Leotures were delivered to the students of
the Women's Medical Oollege in the months
of October, November, and December, 1870,
and January, February, and March, 1871,
chiefly in the wards of the bospital. Mixed
lectures have been entirely avoided.

The physicians report that thess olinics
have much increased their labors, diminishing
‘the tixae appropriated to patients, and bave
called the sttention of the board to the faoct
that, while in the sessien ef 1861-70, 500 atu-
dents (42 of whom were women ) sttended tha
Lospital clinies, in the session just clesed but
206 students (including 52 women) have
attended the conrse, In the absence of any
instructions from the contributors, the mana-
gers will consider the subject of lectures to
females as left entirely to their discretion and
judgment. The thirtieth aunnual wrurl of
Dr. Kirkbride, physician in chief and super-
intendent of the Hospital for the Insane,
shows that during the pesl year thal institu-
tion has been sell-sustainivg, aud would con-
tinuo so were it not for the meceasity of pro-
viding means for conlemplated wmnuioipal
improvements, This refers to the widening
of Market streat and Haverford road. The
grading, ecurbing, and paving ef these streets
would involve an eutlay of about §60,000,

During the bistory of the lnsuue Depart-
ment, oul of 5704 patients admitted,the dura-
tiowm of the disorder in 5020 did pot sxceed
three months, although adwitiance was not
applied for upon tke appearanse of the dis-
ease, but, in miany instanoces, ofter other
treatment kad proved unavailing. In con-
cluding their report the board record their
testimony to the worlh and bigh character of
their late arnociate, Samuel Morris Waln, who
died Deceruber 23, 1870, The report was re-
ferred to the imcomimg Board of Managers,
with ipstruclions to primt so mush of it as
they mwight deem expedient,

The Caving in of the Mississippl Banks,
and hy it is all oun Oue Side.

The ca\'h:g in of all the bluffs on the eastern
gide of the Miasissippl, from Calro te New Or-
leans, has led to curious conclusions. 1t is said
that the motion of the earth on Iis axis, or some
result of some general law of pature, must have
begeotten this uniform and consiant abrasion of
the eastern shore of the river. Fort Plllow has
wholly disappeared.

There ls not a vculﬁa of the earthwork erected
h{ General Filloew and others at Randolph. The
river bas cul caveruous depths for its streng
currents heneath the everlasting hills, and these
bhuve slowly erumbled and fallen, & grain of
saud at & time, Into the nbysses of the mighty
deep. Now and then hillsides huve disappeared
in & single night, and, curlously enough, this
work of desolation goes on mainly upon the
casiern aide of the river. Here at Mamphis, as
at Vieksburg, Columbus, Fort Pillow, and
Randolph, the resistless, fathomless river, whose
course noue way autieipate and nove can rasist,
puréues ita appointed tesk with a foree and
pertinacity which have lessened property values
between Wolf river avd Fert Pickering wany
willions of dollars.

Gireat as s the damage already done by the
wighty river, the calumity begotten s steadily
progressive, uod none can (ell when a deflection
of the wilful current may relieve the suxicties
of those ownlog property along the river ahore
between the mavy yard and Fort Plekertug. The
cily once imagioned that In the navy vard it bad
& basig of & credit to be used in the perfection
of 1ts tailway system. Tpe Litle Rock Rallroad
al cue time was glrengibened ln its resources by
& wortgeage on the navy vard. This wmorlgage

Report of the Lounisiana State Engineer,

Or¥iceE BoArp oF Brate Exerserrs, NEW
Orueans, April 26, 1871—To the Editor of the
New Urleans Limes: —Upon my retura from the
Bonnet Carre crevasse thisevaning | found very
limited news from the otber ¢revasses, nothing
definite or worth I]mhlilhing.

By telegraph I learn that the, river has {allen
three Inches at Vickeburyr and two and a half
inches at Batom Rouge, and is now eight feet
elght inches below high water of 1867 at Vicks-
burg and thirteen inches at Baton Rouge below
the high water of this year.

I found, en eur visit there te-day, that the
Bonuet Carre crevasse was eleven linndred feet
wide; bul the current and waves had decreased
in proportion as the black lauds have become
filled with woler and the surroundiogs of the
river lowered.

The high-water mark at Logue's is almost
exactly Lwenty-two feet above the level of Lake
Pontchartrain, the levee being over twelve feet
high. The natursl suriace of the ground st
Porehe's (where the crevasee commenced) is bat
ten feet abeve the level of the lnke, the slope ef
the ground towards the lake is at least five {eet
in the first mile, and therefore when the crevasse
broke the #lope was sevenileen feet in the first
mile, twelve feet of which were in the first hnn-
dred feet, and the speed of the current and dig-
ging effect of such a fall can be appreciated by
pereons acquainted with our lght alluvial soil.
‘To-day the river has fallen, and the plantation
is covered with water to the base of the levee.
Therefere, 1 say again, the current through the
crevasee has decreased, and probably no more
water passes to-day than vesterday.

1 am Indebted to Colonel Walton for a calen-
lation of the velume of water passing, that he
made this morning, before our arrival, which
shows that 180,000 cubiec feet per #econd, or
one-sixth of the whole volume of the Missigsippl
river at that point, pasees through the crevasse.

The work of suviog the ends of the levee is
progressing very slowly on account of want of
experienced labor,and the changing condition of
the field o operations. The steam-pile-driver
has got hard aground away from 1its work, and
the hand pileldriverj was only at work, which
wae dolng good service at the lower end of the
break. A

The temporary worke at the upper end have
been washed away, and it {8 now exposed to the
current and caviog graduoally. Fioanelal ar
rangements must be made to prosscute this york
with deliberate, systematic, and cencentrated
labor, or what we are doing will be thrown
away. In my opinion, it is utterly useless to at-
tempt to close this crevasse, forthe preparations
could not be made before the river will fall, and
a8 the damage vet to be done is but little mere
thav a question of a month's duration, aud net
much in extent, a large expenditure would be
thrown away. hope means will be provided
te pave the ends of the levee, that less will have
to be bullt.
